On the morning of the 10th init the body of 
Elizabeth Reeves, was found in the dock next to 
Warder’s wharf, Nothern Liberties, The jury 
of ingaefl brought in their verdiét wilfully mur- 
dered by fome perfon or perions unknown, and 
thrown into the river, 

From the various circumfances which are relat- 
ed as attendant on the death of El zabeth Reeves, 
mentioned in our laft, we believe that the tollaw- 
ing particelars refpeting that attrocious murder, 
may be relied on as fadis. 

Mifs Reeves had on Wednefday evening been 
on a fhort, vifit toa relation in Combs’s alley, 

eNhich the left about eight o’clock, to go home, 
alone, and without any thing uncommon, having 
occurred: From that time the was not feen or 
heard of uoti! early on Thurfday morning, when 

‘ her bedy was difeovered lying on the mud swith 
her face down, in the dock near Warder’s wharf. 

On examining it was found that the moft brotal 

violence had been committed on her perfon, and a 

large wound on the left fide of her mouth, and 

bruifes on other parts, fhewed that fhe mutt have 

fuffered much from the moft hhameful abufe: Se- 

.  veral of her teéth were loofe —!t appeared, from 

marks of her feet in the mud, that the had moved 

feveral fteps from the place where fhe was firit 

thrown, where her comb dnd a ribband were 
found. : 

Nothing has yet appeared to detect the villain- 

gus perpetrators of this infernal deed, but a boy 














declared that he fawtwo men in a batteau very 
carly in the morning atthe particular ipot where 
the body was: found, who made ott upon his ap- 
proach and went on board a fhajiop down the 
river. 

Miis Reeves was about 17 years old, and ap- 
prenticed to a mantua-maker ; and when it is con- 


ndered that fhe bore.a very good charatier,-and . 


was remarkable for her amiable deportment and 
pleafing manner, the lofs of fociety muft be the 
greater, and excite in the brealis of every iriend 
to humanity a deteftation-of. the diakolical actor 
of this horrid tragedy. 

Her remains were decently interred on Friday 
afternoon, in St. Peter’s church yard, attended 
by a great concourie of people of both fexes, la- 
menting vhe unhappy and untimely death of this 
victim to the barbarity of thofe whole pridé it 
fhould have been to afford protection to unguarded 
innocence.
